3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ravela discloses three drawing devices (5, 8, 10) which pull a 
tube containing an optical fiber along the process line. However, it is not taught in 
Ravela that the drawing devices apply different amounts of force to the tube as set forth 
in the instant claims nor does such occur under cooling only— the second and third 
drawing devices operate to pull the tube from first and second furnaces. Schlaeppi et al 
and Schneider both disclose first and second cooling vats/baths and extractor (ie, 
pulling or drawing) means to pull the tube from each bath. However, these references 
do not teach applying first, second and third traction forces to the extruded tube during 
cooling with different amounts of force being applied to the tube as set forth in the 
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instant claims, with the traction force being greatest at a point in the line where a 
substantial lack of congruence between the fiber and tube exists, such being the reason 
the instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
